Mr. GuapstToneE has issued a manifesto 
to the electors of Midlothian. 
INFORMATION is being gathered by the 
Navy Department regarding the utility of 
merchant vessels for war purposes. 

THE President and his bride attended 
divine services in Dr. Sunderland’s church 
on the 18th, and as one of the ladies who 
saw the bride remarked, she wore “‘just a 
plain black silk.” 

Ir is asserted that large sums of money 
are being sent from Boston and other 
American cities to aid the secessionist 
movement in Nova-Scotia. 

THE coroner’s jury in the caseof Mary 
Reily, one of the victims of the recent 
riots in Belfast, Ireland, returned a ver- 
dict of “‘wilful murder” against the police 
who fired into the mob. 

THE President had in his hands on the 
12th 134 bills, which he must examine 
within ten days or allow them to become 
laws by default. 

WASHINGTON politicians are talking 
about President Cleveland as a second- 
term candidate. 

A MEETING of fully eight thousand citi- 
zens at Melbourne, Australia, on the 12th, 
deplored the defeat of Gladstone’s Irish 
measures. 

Dr. DinperR, the new German Arch- 
bishop of Posen, was enthroned at Posen 
on the 12th with great ceremony. The no- 
bility were present in large numbers. 

THE Missouri Pacific Railroad Company 
has increased its stock by $6,000,000. 

A DISPATCH of the 14th said Vancouver, 
B. C., was in ashes and 3,000 people were 
homeless. 

THE Apaches continue their depreda- 
tions in Sonora and Arizona. 

THE Bulgarian-Roumelian Assembly 
was opened on the ‘14th by Prince Alex- 
ander in person. 

AN Episcopal conference of the African 
M. E. Church began its sessions at New 
York on the 14th. 

Sir JoHN A. MACDONALD, the Canadian 
Premier, is closely engaged with the 
fisheries and other important matters. 

A LAWYER and land agent named Aiken, 
who had been engaged in crooked prac- 
tices, was tarred and feathered and 
marched through the streets of Rushville, 
Neb., on the 14th. 

Aw old couple named Hall walked from 
Illinois to Washington to see about a pen- 
sion, and attended the President’s recep- 
tion, on the 14th. 

QUEEN VicToRIA offered the Comte de 
Paris the use of Claremont Castle during 
his exile, but the offer was declined. 

KinG Lupwie of Bavaria committed 
suicide on the evening of the 13th by 
drowning in Starnberg lake. ‘His physi- 
cian, who «attempted to rescue him, was 
also drowned. 

THE United States man-of-war Kear- 
sarge is at Constantinople, where she will 
remain for a month. 

Bisnop DUHAMEL of the diocese of Otta- 
wa, Ont., has issued a circular denouncing 
the Knights of Labor and warning Catho- 
lics against joining them. 

JouNnN ROESSLER, engineer at William 
Goodall’s stone works at Cincinnati, fell 
dead on the 14th while trying to extin- 











guish a fire caused by the collapse of the 
boiler. He inhaled steam. 

COLONEL LAMONT says that the recently 
published reports of the President’s plar- 
for the summer are incorrect. The Presi- 
dent has not, as yet, decided on any par- 
ticular programme for his vacation. 

AT Pekin, O., on the 14th, Mrs. Noah 
Mossholded, aged sixty-one, attempted to 
save the life of a little child which had 
wandered ona railroad track before an 
approaching train, and both were instant- 
ly killed. 

JUAREZ SELMAN has been elected Presi- 
dent of the Argentine Republic. 

Five members of the signal corps sta- 
tioned at Fort Meyer, Va., have left there 
for Fort Bowie, Ariz., for;duty under Gen- 
eral Milesin his operations against the 
hostile Indians. 

ANDREW S. Perry and Leroy Plaisted 
were playing near a sandbank four miles 
from Chardon, O.,on the 14th, when the 
bank caved in, burying the boys. After 
diligent digging the bodies were recov- 
ered. 

THE issue of standard silver dollars from 
the mints during the week ended June 12, 
was $511,888. The issue during the corre- 
sponding period of last year was $511,500. 
The shipments of fractional silver coin 
since June 1 to that date amounted to 
$222,676. 

A MEETING of prominent residents of 
Louisville, Ky., was held at the (Galt 
House on the Mth, at which resolutions 
were adopted to the effect that Louisville 
will form an auxiliary company and will 
subscribe $25,000 toward the capital stock 
of the American Opera Company. 

Tue Hoffman House (N.Y.) Parliament- 
ary fund committee held a meeting on the 
14th, at which $15,000 were subscribed to 
be sent at once to Parnell. Joseph P. 
Caberry, of Cincinnati, sent a cheering 
message. Ata meeting of the Brooklyn 
Association in the evening $6,186 was sub- 
scribed. 

ELLEN Hinman, aged seventy years, was 
found in a starving condition in a miser- 
able garret in New York on the night of 
the 13th, and was taken to the hospital 
and cared for, but she was too far gone, 
and died soon afterward. She had been 
of respectable standing through life and, 
being unable to work and too proud to 
beg, had crawled where she was found to 
die. 

THE chief of the bureau of statistics re- 
ports that the total value of the exports of 
dairy products during the month of May, 
1886, as compared with similar exports 
during the corresponding period of last 
year was as follows: May, 1886, $392,833; 
May, 1885, $634,028. 

At Kilrush, Ireland, on the 14th, five 
hundred tenants met the agents of their 
landlords, most of whom considerately of- 
fered various abatements of rent, up to 
fifty per cent. In cases where the land- 
lords refused to abate on judicial rents the 
tenants decliped to pay:

AS AGREED upon in committee, the Sun- 
dry Civil Appropriations bill appropri- 
ates $21,053,822.

‘TWIXT WIND AND WATER, 


Galveston Receives Rather Bough Hand- 
ling—The Beach a Scene of Wreck and 
Ruin, and Things Wafted Around Pro- 
miscuously Throughout the Island By a 
Fifty-Mile Breeze. 


GALVESTON, Tex., June 14.—Not since 
the terrible cyclone of 1875 has. Galves- 
ton Island been visited by such a strong 
wind and rainstorm as descended during 
the preceding twenty-four hours. For 
several days strong winds and heavy 
rains have prevailed, but nothing was 
thought of the weather until last mid- 
night, when the wind struck a fifty-mile- 
anehour gait “and then began te tear 
things round like straws. At first it 
came from the northeast, but soon veered 
around to the south. After that it 
rotated, coming from every point of the 
compass and seeming to center square 
upon the island. 

As reports from adjoining sections of 
the State fail to show increased velocity 
of the wind, the storm is conceded to be 
ofa purely local character and origin. 
Ranging all the way from forty to fifty 
miles an hour, the storm, with occasional 
brief rains, continued until about eleven 
o’clock, when the wind subsided as sud- 
tlenly as it came up. 

The waters of the bay and the gulf, 
which had met across the east and west 
ends of the island, flooding streets and 
invading houses, receded in short order, 
laying bare the wreckage wrought by the 
fury of the combined elements. 

On the beach between Twenty-first and 
Twenty-seventh streets the wind and surf 
had full sway. Onthe East End the high 
sand hills and salt cellars which have 
withstood the fury of many a fierce blast, 
were swept away, giving the sea full 
sweep through the streets, carrying away 
fences and insecure outbuildings before 
it. 

The track embankment of the street 
railways westward to the Beach Motel 
were steadily undermined, and soon the 
rails were laying upon the beach while 
the ties were either carried inland or 
tossed like corks out to sea. 

Ilenderson’s saloon at the beach ter- 
minus of Center street was torn from its 
foundation and washed away. The old 
bath house, known as the Deep-Water 
Pavilion, and Ada Purdy’s road house, 
known as the Oleander Saloon, went the 
same way, the inmates of the latter place 
having barely time to escape with their 
lives from the pursuing surf, which at 
one great toss tore the building from its 
foundation and dashed it to pieces on the 
yielding sands. Not a vestige of the 
building remained to mark the place 
where it stood, except one of the carpets, 
which was found imbedded in the sand. 

O’Keefe’s “Sea Breeze Satoon, and, in 
fact, every small building on the beach 
was nore or less damaged. The waters 
came up onthe Beach Hotel lawn, and it 
seemed at one time as if they would in- 
vade the hotel, but no alarm was felt. 
‘The grand new structure is as firm as hu- 
man ingenuity could devise, and no damn- 
uge Whatever was sustained except to 
the shrubbery. 

The Pagoda bath house and the Surf 
bath house likewise stood the strain, the 
Surf suffering a little by the loss of the 
stairways. The beach for miles was 
strewn with debris, while great holes in 
the sand testified to the force of the eddy- 
ing currents. On the bay the small ship- 
ping suffered to a vast extent, no 
less than thirty sloops and yachts 
bearing evidences of the war of the winds 
and bay. Ten of these small vessels were 
sunk and battered to pieces at their 
moorings, while others parted cables and 
were tossed high and dry ashore, after 
pounding their sides out. Two of these 
were thrown across the railroad tracks 
in the end, fully a half mile from the 
wharf. 

The bridges, both of the Gulf, Colorado 
& Santa Fe and the Galveston, Houston & 


Henderson railways, stood the strain 
without damage, but near the point 


where they unite with the island the 
trestles were twisted and torn out of 
shape. Consequently no trains could get 
out until the Santa Fe got through at 3:10 
this evening, when Master of Transporta- 
tion Jim Phillips had the tracks again in 
good working order. The streets to Six- 
teenth street east and to Eighth avenue 
west were flooded, but, however, doing 
eno damage. 

Telegraph wires were all down, and 
Galveston for the time was cut off from 
all communication with the outer world. 
In the city the principal loss was in the 
demolition of fences, out-houses, swing- 
ing signs and shrubbery. No estimate 
can at present be made of the loss, which 
is, however, so evenly distributed that it 
will hardly be felt.

The “Three Hundred” Said to Be Deter- 
mined That Cora Lee and Mrs. Molloy 
Shall Not Escape Through any Legal 
Juggling. 

Sr. Louis, June 14.—A gentleman from 
Brookline, Mo., who does not wish to 
have his name mentioned on account of a 
severe respect which he entertains for 
the vigilantes known as the “Three Hun- 
dred,” who lynched George E. Grabam, 
the wife-murderer, at Springfield not 
long ago, informed a reporter, that that 
mysterious organization was still kept up, 
and that they were determined to prevent 
Cora Lee, the bigamous wife of Graham, 
and Mrs. Molloy, the aelebrated temper- 
ance lecturer, who is implicated in the 
case, from escaping their just deserts. 
They object to a change of venue or con- 
tinuance in the case of either, and say 
they will make way with Cora Lee if an 
aitempt is made to release her on bail or 
remove her from the jail at Bolivar, where 
she is now confined. He said that ic had 
been the intention to shoot her on the 
night that Graham was hung, but she was 
spared on account of being enciente. 

When asked if anything was being done 
to discover who the vigilantes were, he

CRAZY KING LUD 


Winds Up His Eccentric Career By Taking 
a Plunge Into Lake Starnberg, and is Ac- 
companied to Eternity By His Faithfal 
Physician, Who Vainly Tried to Rescue 
Him—Some of His “Eccentricities.” 
Lonpon, June 14.—A dispatch from 

Munich contains the startling intelli- 

gence that King Louis, the recently de- 

posed Bavarian monarch, who left the 
palace yesterday for Berg Castle on Lake 

Sternberg, committed suicide at that place 

this morning by drowning. 

LONDON, June 15.—A later dispatch 
says that King Louis succeeded in taking 
his life while his attendants were mo- 
mentarily off their guard. The King was 
promenading in the park grounds sur- 
rounding Berg Castle. Dr. Gudden, at- 
tending physician, was also in the park 
watching the patient. The King, await- 
ing a favorable moment, made a dash for 
Lake Sternberg, on which the castle 
grounds are situated, and threw himself 
into the water. He was almost instantly 
missed by the doctor, who immediately 
gave the alarm and dashed off after his 
royal charge. The latter, however, reached 
the lake before any one could intercept 
him, and when the doctor had reached the 
edge of the lake the King was struggling in 
the water. The doctor sprang into the 
lake in hopes of rescuing the drowning 
sovereign, andin the desperate straggl 
which ensued both the King and the 
physician went down and were seen no 
more. 

ROYAL ECCENTRICITIES OF THE KING. 

Lonpon, June 15.—The attempt to 
throw a veil of romance over the crazy 
antics of King Ludwig, of Bavaria, is re- 
garded as amusing. by those who have 
known of his mad brutalities for the past 
ten years. He was no devoted studentof 
art with his mind fully overthrown by the 
excess of his devotion. He was simply a 
man of commonplace mind, whose god 
was himself. It was merely the case of 
aman who, in addition to his absolute 
egotism, had wealth and power enough 
to carry out every selfish fancy of his 
mind. The papers are full of stories of 
his rascally exploits, but the papers are 
all under the pressure of the monarchies 
in which they are published, and the 
hideous and selfish character of the in. 
cidence is glossed over. 

One story that has never been in print is 
as follows: The King sent for a new so- 
prano who had made wonderful success 
at Munich, to entertain him with sing- 
ing at his castle at Hohenschwangen. 
When the singer arrived the King told 
her he wanted to hear her singing on the 
water just at midnight, They proceeded 
to a shallow lake in the castle grounds, 
and King Ludwig produced a gaudy 
pleasure bout with a model somewhat be- 
tween a canoe anda gondola. He seated 
the singer in the bow of the boat 
and placed himself ona luxurious pile 
of cushions in the stern. The little craft 
was wielded by the King. There hekept 
the poor artist singing for fully three 
hours. At last she begged to be allowed 
to stop, saying that she had already con- 
tracted a severe cold and was unable to 
control her voice. The King sternly or- 
dered her to proceed, but she could not. 
Then the King said he was going home, 
and he supposed she knew the way 
ashore. He stepped over the side of the 
boat into the water, which was not more 
than three feet deep, and calmly waded 
ashore and walked up to his castle. The 
artiste remained in the boat, filled with 
despair. For the first hour she thought 
the King would surely send some 
one to her rescue, but no one came, and 
after two hours of waiting, she too waded 
to the shore. She went to the castle but 
nobody there knew anything about her, 
and she was turned away asan impostor. 
She started to walk to Munich, notwith- 
standing her clothes were soaked with 
water, aud bedraggled with mud. Fortu- 
nately she soon met a hackney coach 
which took her to her apartments. She 
immediately summoned a doctor, but the 
fatal mischief had been done, and she 
died within a week of pneumonia. The 
King sent an extravagant sum to pay for 
her funeral. All these facts were known 
to theatrical and society people at the 
time, but the awe of the King caused the 
story to be suppressed beyond those cir- 
cles. 

Another series of his madcap brutali- 
ties was the riding at midnight over the 
snow and mountains ina luxurious sleigh 
drawn by four of the finest horses in Eu- 
rope. He was snugly ensconsed ina 
multitude of furs and the sleigh was 
brilliantly lighted with electricity. He 
al.vays commanded his driver to drive at 
breakneck speed, and he took no notice 
of the sufferings of the cavalry guard 
which was always in attendance in their 
efforts to keep up, althorgh their 
horses were no match for those 
of the King, and the poor unfortunate 
guards wore a shabby contrast to the 
King’s furs. Most every night some 
horse was foundered, or some guards- 
map killed, but the King cared nothing 
for all this, so long as his craving for 
selfish enjoyment was gratified. In the 
same way every act of the King described 
in the papers here, although spoken of as 
royal pranks and kingly eccentricities, 
will be found to be caused by his ma- 
jesty’s unbounded selfishness and bristling 
with acts of brutality.

A FISH STORY. 


The Canadian Cruisers Keeping the Yan- 
kee Fishermen Off Shore — The Latter 
Arming, and Will Have Bait or Blood— 
Ifthe Government Wont Protect Them 
They Will Protect Themselves—No More 
Seizures. : 

Hauirax, N. S., June 18.—The Cana- 
dian Government cruisers are all out on 
service in the fishery waters. Reports 
received from the captains are to the ef- 
fect that the vessels are admirably adapt- 
ed to the work in which they are engaged. 
They are all fast sailers and act well in 
rough weather. Contrary to expectation, 
however, no seizures have been made by 
them. Whether it is that they lacked the 
opportunity to do so, or have received 


orders simply to issue a warning to Amer- 
ican fishermen, is not known here. Be 
that as it may, it is a fact that Gloucester 
fishermen have been helping themselves 
very liberally from the waters within the 
limit defined by the treaty. A dispatch 
from Canso states that a fleet of seiners 
anchored in that port on Wednesday, hav- 
ing run in to get clear of a threatened 
storm. As soon as the weather cleared 
they were off again. The cruiser Houlette 
fellin with eleven of them within the 
limit. They were not engaged in fishing, 
however, and as soon as they got ip 
sight of the Canadian cruiser they set all 
sail and moved quickly away to sea. 

The Houlette 1s reported as doing ef- 
fective work in scaring Yankee fishermen 
off the shore. The captains of the latter 
did not stop to argue any disputed points 
with the officers of the cruiser, but act- 
ing on the assumption that discretion is 
the better part of valor, put as much water 
between her and them in as quick time as 
possible. 

At Prospect, a fishing port a few miles 
out of Halifax, yesterday, the captain ofa 
Gloucester fisherman, in conversation, 





complained bitterly of the loss 
and annoyance caused him by 
the fishery trouble. Instead of 


being loaded and on his way home, he 
had an empty vessel and no bright pros- 
pects of filling her without fish. He, 
however, got a supply of bait and started 
for sea, determined to do or die in his 
desperation. He will in all probability 
come in contact with one of the Canadian 
cruisers, in which case there may be a 
seizure to report. 

Boston, Mass., June 18.—The an. 
nouncement that the fishing schooner 
Augusta E. Herrick has arrived at Glou- 
cester fully armed with cannon and Win- 
chester rifles preparatory to a trip to the 
mackerel banks, has caused a revival of 
interest in the fishing question. The 
Herrick is a fine and sturdy craft, and her 
commander and crew are a determined 
and intelligent set of men. They affirm 
that they will notinfringe upon the three- 
mile law, but at the least interference by 
any of the Dominion cruisers they will 
resist to the bitter end, and will not 
hesitate to sink theiropponents. The 
enthusiasm and determination of this 
captain have inspired a similar feeling 
among the Gloucester flect owners, and 
several of them have made arrangements 
for the immediate arming of their vessels. 
The fact that the mackerel season has fully 
opened, and that but a very few fisher- 
men from New England have as yet sailed 
for the banks adds to the belief that the 
fleet can secure valuable catches on the 
seining ground if they but send their ves- 
sels off in the coming week. 

A large number of vessels are known to 
be in active preparation for the cruise, 
and there will be some fifty craft en route 
armed with batteries of cannon and brave 
crews. There is considerable bustle at 
Gloucester among the fisherman, who are 
victualling their craft and putting bait on 
board. It is stated that orders have been 
received by several arms dealers in Bos- 
ton for supplies of muskets and revolvers, 
to be forwarded immediately to Glouces- 
ter, and some other similar orders from 
owners or fishing vessels at Portland. It 
is stated that the Dominion Government 
has concentrated some half dozencruisers 
off the coast of Prince Edwards’ Island 
the last three days in anticipation of the 
appearance of the American fleet, as the 
large schools of mackerel have recently 
been running in those waters. 

Some fifteen American vessels were or- 
dered off the coast at North Bay and 
Chedebucts yesterday, and they were 
forced to put to sea. Several vessels 
have been examined by Dominion off- 
cers and catechised as to where they ob- 
tained the bait, butno seizures have been 
made, as no infraction of the law could 
be proven. The excitement pertaining 
to the fishery question is un the increase, 
and it is believed that before anothes 
week there will be some events occur 
that will necessitate prompt action by 
the Governments of Great Britain and the 
United States. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., June 18.—Every 
thing is excitement here. Masters of 
vessels are hurrying about and prepara 
tions are being made to arm several 
schooners with cannon. A mackerel 


skipper said: 

«J shall have and eight pounder, and if 
the vessel will stand a ten-pounder, I 
may take one of that caliber. Iam bound 
not to be taken outside the three-mile 
limit. Secretary Bayard may say he is 
pained to hear that the fishermen are 
arming their vessels. We have got to do 
this if the Government fails to protect us. 
The administration may not be with us, 
put we have the people with us wherever 
I have been, andin every port which I 
put in on my trip south after mackerel. 
The people are with us also in our views 
of arming craft. If the Government will 
not protect us, I mean to go into Cana- 
dian waters and I don’t propose that the 
Lansdowne or any other cruiser shall 
seize me.”’ 

Hairax, N.S., Jane 13.—It is stated 
on the best official authority that the Brit- 
ish government has issued orders to 
make no more seizures of American ves- 
sels, except when the violatien of the 
treaty of 1818 is so open and flagrant that 
it can not be winked at. Sofar as learned 
from guarded official utterances here, 
the imperial instructions do not sustain 
the Canadian construction that tae thice~

THE WITHERED HAND. 








A Son Cursed for Striking a Dead 
Father. 





A stroll along the river front in the 
upper portion of New Orleans calls up 
the many changes that have there been 
wrought within the last thirty years. 
Many old and well-known landmarks 
have entirely disappeared, and in the 
race of commerce new structures and 
new dispositidh of old ones have been 
made, so that he who would seek to re- 
call past localities, fora time is consid- 
erably puzzled. There are perhaps 
two or three remaining landmarks 
that the old resident might recognize, 


and one of these is a grove of tall pecan 
trees. It is true that is it trespassing 
somewhat upon the rightful significa- 
tion of the word ‘‘grove’’ to use it as 
descriptive of the few dilapidated trees 
that yet remain. Yet they are veterans 
and deserve to carry the name of their 
whilom brigade; and though they do 
not make a grove now, they represent 
what was one years ago. 

Qnce a large -and spacious planta- 
tion residence stood in the midst of 
this leafy cloud. When the sun was 
low its rays were reflected from the 
large front windows, so that from this 
side of the river the building seemed 
to be in flames, and as the light grew 
redder and redder the likeness to a 
conflagration became more noticeable. 
The roof was hidden in the dense 
masses of foliage, but even from a dis- 
tance the broad verandas and heavy 
brick pillars could be distinguished 
easily. It was the home of a well-to- 
do Creole gentleman. who had been 
singularly fortunate both as a planter 
over the river anda business man in 
the city. That no unpleasant family 
memories may be awakened we will 
call him Aristide Riviere. 

Educated in France, he returned to 
Louisiana in 1821, justas he completed 
his majority. He was by nature well 
fitted to bear the title won by his an- 
cestors. Dignified in comportment, 
frank and generous in his disposition, 
ever ready to help the needy or redress 
a wrong, he was beloved by all who 
knew him. It was said of him that in 
face of danger he was undaunted, and 
in seenes of distress as tender as a wo- 
man. Marrying, when only twenty- 
three, one of the beauties of the lower 
coast, the union was blest with seven 
children, of which four were boys. 
Like their father, these young gentle- 
men were sent to France for education. 
Probably there was no domestic circle 
in Louisiana around which there was 
clustered more happy associations. 
His sons were as near to him as if they 
were brothers, and such was the per- 
fect community of feeling that even 
the business.of the day was freely dis- 
cussed at the dinner table. 

One of the sons, urged by a mother’s 
ride, commenced the study of law in 
‘ew Orleans under a well known law- 

yer. He made rapid progress, and his 
prospects were regarded as exceedingly 
brilliant by hisfriends. He vook apart- 
ments in the city ‘‘to be,’’ as he said, 
‘‘nearer the courts.’’ The temptations 
of city life soon began to lure him away 
from his former modes of life. Con- 
viviality and pleasure led him from that 
jealous mistress, the law, and it was 
not long before his grief stricken par- 
ents were shocked to learn that he had 
failed utterly in his examination for the 
bar. By that easy inclined plane, lead- 
ing to depravity, he moved gradually 
down. Drink and cards wrought their 
work, and old Mons. Aristide Riviere 
was weekly called upon to settle the 
extravagant bills of his profligate son. 
The humiliation of the family was such 
that none of them continued to visit the 
city. In their retired home they suf- 
fered in silence the deep chagrin 
brought upon them by the once promis- 
ing boy. At last such were the unprin- 
cipled actions of*this young man that 
he was refused admittance to his 
father’s house and his drafts were no 
longer honored. This produced no ef- 
fect. Night brawls and protracted pe- 
riods of intoxication succeeded one 
another, until at the age of twenty- 
eight the law student was an old man. 

Several times he endeavored to gain 
his mother’s presence, but the slaves of 
the household had orders to prevent his 
entry on the premises. For about two 

ears matters were unchanged, at least 
in the conduct of Etienne Riviere, the 
waywardson. On one, however, these 
continued eseapades wrought untold 
agony. The proud and aristocratic 
father began to fail. His wounded 
amour propre brought on a spell of 
severe illness. For days and nights his 
anxious family watched at his bedside 
expecting his death momentarily. 

t was on an evening in May, and 
the last light of day cast feeble shadows 
in the sick room. Outside in the pecan 
trees restless mocking birds were talk- 
ing to one another in trills and soft 
minor notes. The swish of the leaves 
against the roof sounded not unlike the 
wash of waters on a sandy shore. 
Through the half-closed shutters the 
fragrant west wind carried into the 
silent apartment something of the 
freshness of the budding spring. The

I allow no one 
to refuse toanswer me. Do-youhear?’’ 
Still there was no answer. 

“Then take that!’’ A sharp, quick 
slap resounded through the house. 
The cheek that received it did not tin- 
gle, nor did it flush under the stinging 
Insult. The young man_ eyed the 
sleeper as a hawk would its prey. 
Then there came over his face a deadly 
pallor, and staggering away from the 
bed he muttered: ‘My God, he’s 
dead.’’ The nurse shrieked to alarm 
the household. Then there was confu- 
sion in the hall. Servants were run- 
ning about distraught. Every bedy 
was calling on every body else to go 
for the doctor. Pale faces and half- 
clothed forms rushed down the corri- 
dor.

In the vocabulary of her negro Creole 
patois she could find no terms strong 
enough to express her feelings, and so 
with a sweeping motion of her arm 
she drove the unnatural son from the 
house. 

Never was such a funeral cortege 
seen on the right bank of the Missis- 
sippi river. Hundreds of friends from 
New Orleans, delegations from neigh- 
boring parishes, troops of the poor who 
had received aid from the hands of the 
lamented dead, followed the hearse 
down the road to the little cemetery of 
McDonoghville. It was a day of sor- 
row in many households, and when the 
dead was laid away the sobs of a hun- 
dred slaves in a chorus of lamentation 
broke upon the ear, so weird and wild 
few could restrain their feelings. Those 
who were present say that few such 
scenes were ever witnessed. 

It would be unpleasant to chronicle 
much of the career of li.cune Niviere. 
But one fact, which of itsclf is some- 
what remarkable if only as a coinci- 
denee, is necessary to teil. For two 
years after his father’s death he re- 
mained sober, and seemed to be re- 
solved to lead a better and truer life. 
Finding work with a well-known 
house-painter in New Orleans, he 
worked faithfully for two seasons,when 
he was stricken down by lead-poison- 
ing. Partial paralysis set in and his 
right hand, a shrunken, shriveled rem- 
nant, withered away. The prediction 
of the old nurse was fulfilled to the 
letter. The hand that had smitten a 
dead father’s cheek became a useless 
burden to the remorseful son.—Chas. 
E. Whitney, in N. O. Times-Democrat.
